4 RETROGRADE MOVEMENT. 


A rumor has of late been going the 
rounds of the newspapers to the effect 
that the Dominion Covernment is con- 
templating the withdrawal of certain 
powers vested in the Northwest As- 
sembly. 

Before the granting of these powers 
to the assembly the country had long 
groaned under a system of irresponsible 
government from which grave abuses 
resulted. An executive was kept in 
control that were,generally speaking,in 
harmony with Mr. Royal's will. No 
sooner, however, was that will opposed, 
and such representations made to the 
Federal Government as secured for the 
‘Territories a measure of responsible 
government, than means were taken to 
override the aetion of the popular re- 
presentatives. There were men in the 
Assembly who had personal animosities 
to revenge; there were those whose 
greed for office beclouded their com- 
mon sense; there was one who recalled 
the former time when he “sat by the 
flesh pote” and “did eat bread to the 
ful!.” Led by this man, this class, hav- 
ing nothing to lose, an much to gain by 
overthrowing the executive.
